WOMEN INSPECTORS. 
The State Health Commissioner of 
Oklahoma, is going to appoint an ex­ 
perienced woman housekeeper as a 
stale hotel inspector. 
It would seem 
that this official has a good idea, and 
that many forms of inspection work 
in state and in federal service could 
well be perfomed by women. 
If competent housekeepers were in­ 
specting meat and other products, and 
watching the observance of law in 
other fields, there would be a tenden­ 
cy toward stricter standards. 
Government and state inspection 
work has always seemed attractive to 
some 
political workers, who have 
looked upon such positions as soft 
snap jobs. But public welfare depends 
upon faithful performance of these 
duties. 
Competent women inspectors 
would bring a new spirit of house- J 
wifely thoroughness into many de­ 
partments of public service. 


NEWSPAPERS AND MONEY. 
The financial troubles of the news­ 
paper editor, particularly of the coun­ 
try editor, have long formed the sub­ 
ject of newspaper persiflage. 
The 
typical old time editor carried a heavy 
burden of debt, and struggled along 
as best he could with an outworn 
plant. 
He distributed his free puffs 
and personal compliments with infin­ 
ite good nature and friendliness, and 
thought but little of money return. 
He never knew where he stood finan­ 
cially, and when the cupboard was 
bare he went bill collecting. 
Many editors who have swayed the 
opinion of state and nation did busi­ 
ness in this irregular way. 
Innumer­ 
able others less conspicuous, did their 
best under great difficulties to render 
Community service. 
But inability to 
modernize their plants, or to hire suf­ 
ficient or adequate help, limited the 
quality of the service they were able 
to give. 
As a general rule newspa­ 
pers have been unable to pay large 
salaries and as a result there has been 
constant shifting of forces. 
Many 
young men tried the business for a 
few years and then quit. Then a new 
force of “cubs” had to be taken on 
and broken in. 
The conditions referred to 
have 
shown improvmeent as time went on. 
Today a large number of newspapers 
are on a perfectly sound basis, and 
render splendid public service. 
But 
many others are still struggling with 
difficult conditions, afod especially at 
this time of high prices for paper and 
supplies. 
The rewards of the newspaper pro­ 
fession, from a financial standpoint, 
as a whole are still below what the 
brains and initiative required can win 
in other fields. 


CUTTING OUT ADVERTISING. 
The directors of a well known cor­ 
poration decided some time ago that 
their factory was selling all it could 
produce. So why spend money on ad­ 
vertising. And out come all their ads. 
It was a great idea, but it did not 
quite work. 
When the advertising 
Topped, sales fell off and it cost $6,- 
000,000 in publicity to get back the 
former volume of business. 
There are few things that sell them- 
elves. 
If the advertiser of any busi­ 
ness drops out of his accustomed 
place, people soon forget all about 
him and go elsewhere. 
They have 
nothing against him, but he has failed 
to attract their attention and interest, 
which has gone to other concerns that 
tell the people what they have.
